Sir Jchn Macdonald Suggested Name 
“Kingdom of Canada” Before | 
Confederation : 

There is something unique and un- 
expected in the revival at. this late 
date’ by a Western Progressive mem- 
ber, Mr. Garland, of the old idea of 
calling his country the “Kingdom of 
Canada.” It may not be generally 
known that this title was put forward 
by Sir John A. Macdonald during the 
negotiations leading to Confederation. 
Sir John was quite’ eager for 
name Kingdom and pressed _ his 
claims during the drafting of the Bri- 
tish North America Act. in London 
The sixth draft of the 
bill contained the title “Kingdom of 
Canada,” replacing the words “United 
Provinces” of the preceding draft, and 
Sir John made every effort to retain 
the monarchal term. 

The change to Dominion of Can- 
ada was made at the 
Lord Derby, then Foreign Minister, 
who, as Sir John said in 1889 in a 
letter to Lord Knutsford, “feared the 
first name would wound the sensibill- 
ties of the Yankees.” Sir John in the 
same ‘letter defended his proposal, 
and said that, had it been accepted, 
he wag stire the Australian colonies 
would “have been applying to be 
placed in the same rank,” 

It is doubtful if, after sixty years’ 
use of thé word. “Dominion,” there 
will be found any good reason for a 
change.

“We had dust storms in 
the Persian gulf and earthquake on 
the northwest frontier of India, snow 
and rain, and often adverse winds.”

“Three days were distinctly un- 
pleasant, while five days out and 
three days returning for home were 
yery bumpy. We flew at every height, 
100 to 9,000 feet. This necessitated 
dressing in layers, putting on and 
taking off garments as required. The 
only monotonous bits were two 
stretches of desert; the .scenery 
otherwise was most varied.”

Branch Lines® in the West 


The next few years will witness great activity in branch lines railway 
construction in Western Canada, judging by tlfe Canadian Natfonal Railways 
programme covering the next three years, recently outlined. to Parliament 
by Hon, Charles A. Dunning, ;Minister of Railways, coupled with the 
intimation that has been given that ‘the Canadian Pacific also plans exten- 
sive branch lines building in the West, although, at the time of writing, the} 
details of their programme have not been made public. 

Canada is well equipped with main lines of railway; so well equipped 
in fact that the statement is frequently made that tlie Dominion has over- 
built in this respect. These main lines run east and’ west, carrying the 
products of the West to Ontario, Quebec, the Atlantiqyand the Pacific coast, 
and bringing to the prairies the manufactured goods\of the east, and the 
fruit, fish, lumber-of British Columbia, as well as he imports coming 
through our seaport cities. 

But in order to make these long main Mnes profitabl 


from an operating 


standpoint, there must be a veritable network of branch lines to feed ihem 
It is in the West that these feeders are mostly needed, and where the 
possibilities for securing new and. larger traffic is most promising. 


There is another lack in thé West in the railway siluation as it now 
exisis, and that is in the matter of lines running north and south connecting 
ihe several east and west main} lines. Branch line construction in .more 
recent years has been planned sojas to-not only provide feeders to the main 
lines, but through a gradual linking up of these branches bring about con- 


Branch line construction in ;the West must, in the future, have ‘still 
another main objective in mind. |The Hudson Bay’ Railway is being pushed 
to completion, and by the end of the year steel. will almost if not quite 
reach to the Bay terminal.

Commons by Hon, W. 9. Euler, min- 
istefof customs and excise. 


“The preventive service should be 
‘gtrengthened greatly if anything like 
reasonably ‘satisfactory control of 
_ smuggling into this country, is to be 
expected,” sited the committee. ‘The’ 
report shows that the 15 boats with 
crews ‘of 154 at present owned by the 
wervice, have speeds varying from 
six to fifteeh knots pér hour.

OF ONTARIO'S 


NEW LIQUOR LAW 


Toronto,-The following are the 
chief features of Ontario’s new 
Liquor Control Act introduced in the 
Legislature by Premier Ferguson. 


Ali Hquor must be purchased 
through the Government agency. 
Permits are of five classes, as 
follows: 


Individual permit to a resident of 
Ontario. : : ; 

Individual permit for any. period 
not exceeding one month to a tourist 
or temporary resident. 

Special permit to physicians, den- 
tists, veterinarians and those in 
scientific or mechanical pursuits. 

A special permit for ministers. of 
the gospel for sacramental purposes. 

The board has further authority to 
issue a special permit as authorized 
by the regulations for the sale of 
liquor for the special purpose named 
in the permit. ; 

Druggists are not permitted 
dispense liquor. 

“ Breweries and distilleries can only 
sell in the province to the board 
under a permit from the board. 

No liquor may be consumed in a 
public place. All liquor must. be 
consumed in the residence or tem- 
porary home of the purchaser. 

The commission will establish 
stores for the sale of any or all 
classes of Hquor at such points as 
they may deem best 
interest but no. store may be estab- 
lished: in any municipality where the 
Canada Temperance Act is in force, 
nor where a bylaw under local option 
had prohibited ‘the sale of liqhor at 
the time of the coming intg force of 
the Ontario Temperance Act in-1916. 

Light beer, as defined by the act, 
and which is ordinarily known as 4.4 
beer, may be sold.in such places as 
the board designates, under permit 
from the board. 

There shall be no public advertis- 
ing of liquors. : 

No person, except with the permis- 
sion of thé board, shall have in his 
possession in this province any 
liquor not purchased from the board. 
This section takes care of the private 
stock that any citizen may already 
have that is ‘legally purchased and

the board has absolute control over 


all the liquor that is found in Ontario. 

The board may appoint a staff of 
inspectors, and this staff, in co-opera- 
tion with the provincial police and 
local tonstables, shall co-operate™in 
the enforcement of the law. 

AW prosecutions will be conducted 
under the Department of the Attor- 
ney-General of the province. 

Any person found selling liquor in 
Ontario will be imprisoned for tne 
first offence without the option of a 
fine.
